DREADFUL STEAMBOAT DISASTER. 


A cilizen of this place, who has just 


returned from Louisville, gives us the 
following particulars of the explosion 
of the S. B. Kenawha, and its conse- 
quences, which took place on the 24th 
ull. at the mouth of (luyandotte, on 
board of which he was a passenger at 
the lime. 


The Kenawha had stopped to dis- 


charge and receive passengers. 
After 


ihe boat was pushed off, the Engine was 
started, and the pump put in motion 
'o supply the boilers with water. 
The 


boilers being rather low, and very hoi at 
the time, and but little steam having (b<'en 
let off during their stay at the shore, the 
moment the cold water came in con- 
tact with the starboard boiler, it burst; 
both ends blowing off, the boiler itself 
breaking quite asunder, about midway 
of its length, one half of which, was rip- 
ped lengthwise and spread out in the 
form of a piece of siieei iron, and the 
flue collapsing, was cast upon shore, a 
considerable distance, by ihe violence of 
the explosion. 


There were at the lime, about twenty- 


five Cabin and sixty Deck passengers 
on board, the former of which escaped 
uninjured. 
Of the latter, including
